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SOME SUGGESTIONS FROM THE DIOCESE OF SAGINAW FOR LAY PARTICIPATION 
IN MEXICAN APOSTOLATE PROGRAM 


I. Religion proper: 


1) Arrange car and/or bus transportation for Apostolate center, 
Possibility of purchase with resale of old car, rental, loan, etc,- 
also use oy bus, truck, etc. 

2) Volunteer denation of car costs, or part thereof, e.g., an organiza- 
tion to look after gas and oil, a member to care for repairs at cost, 
etc., etc, 

Assist with Mass attendance: 

(1) Inviting Mexican people to attend parish Masses, even bringing 
them where feasible, 

(2) Help with arranging for a hall for special Mass for Mexicans. 

(3) Look after Mass kit, set up altar for Mass, decorate with 
sLowers, etc. 

Assist with distribution of literature; 

(1) Placards with parish Mass schedules printed thereon, 

(2) Districution of Catholic Spanish language papers. 

(3) Assist in preparation and distribution of Catholic "welcome". kits. 

Arrange to have a rummage collection of religious objects: old 

rosaries, medals, holy pictures, etc, - many of these in every home. 

Also a group to help make necessary repairs in some of these items. 


Distribution of placards: (bilingual) In this house we are Roman 
Catholics and we do not wish to receive propaganda offensive to our 
holy religion, 


Special drive among all our Catholic people to remind them: 

(1) That the Mexicans and Texens are at the very least 95% Catholic, 
by baptism and by their entire national tradition, They are 
our responsibility; of laity as well as of clergy. 

(2) To practice special kindness and good will toward them. 

(3) To do all in our power to protect them from abuse, and to help 
them work and live as fellow human beings and fellow Catholics, 


Make known and take an interest in Confraternity of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, Affiliation of various groups with the Confraternity, 
Daily prayer to the Blessed Mother, 


II. Health: 


1) Sponsorship of child care center, clinic, help transport mothers and 
children to health centers for examination, 

2) Cooperation with State health authorities in TB programs and similar 
projects, always as Catholic organizations working for fellow 
Catholics. 

3) Enlisting and sponsoring retired nurses for health-visiting programs. 

4) Distribution of approved health literature. 


III. Welfares 


1) Friendly visits to the migrants; many speak English or at least a 
little. Friendliness means so much. 


2) Help with clothing: 
(1) Rummage collections, 
(2) Sales at cheap prices to the migrants (use of hall to sell the 
items, several pennies apicce). 


(3) Help with repair of clothing, perhaps an old sewing machine in 
a parish hall with opportunities for the mothers to make use of 
it, or helping them with same, 


Recreation: 


(1) Sponsorship of games, bats, balls, etc., etc. 

(2) Record players, radios, 

(3) Help with showing of movies (perhaps some would have a:projector 
to loan), or help the seminarians with their movie showing. 
Sponsor cost of film, etc. 

(4) Sponsor and assist with a fiesta (can be a very simple thing, 
cool-aide, games). 


Food distribution (Lansing; Chicago), 


IV. Educational: 


1) Make available tools, materials and possibly some instruction in 
simple crafts, or e.g. simple construction, hobby opportunities, 
This especially for the bracero camps where there are only men, 


2) Language classes: many wish to learn more English, Teachers can 
be of great help to them; a few nights a week, 


3) An assistance committee, especially for legal matters: help to 
explain to them their contract terms, help to safeguard their 
legal rights. 


Perhaps additional extension classes: sewing, citizenship, etc. 
might be sponsored. Sponsorship involving provision of a meeting 
place, helping with getting the people there and providing the 
teacher (generally on a volunteer basis) and helping with needed 
materials. 


Child education program: 


(1) Assistance with the M.A, catechism program: 
a) Help transport children to the catechism center. 
b) Help care for smaller children who may need attention - 
sometimes help with lunches. 
c) Even help with teaching where possible, 
d) Sponsorship of rewards for best pupil, best attendance,etc, 


In some areas where the "Catholic summer school" is being tried 
this involves much the same as above, but also volunteer 
teachers for the reading, writing and axithmetic. Also lunches 
for the children, 


V. Publicity: This should be of special importance in areas where non- 
Catholic activity is strong. Organizations should keep special reports, 
endeavor to get: newspaper coverage, etc.
